Subject: Cap substitution in receivers-caution 


The thread on SP 600 receiver black caps led to a remark by one that ceramics 
were being used to replace tubulars. 


Now, although I got away with that in a 5 tube AC-DC radio in my youth; I have 
found one case where ceramic capacitors would not be a good application. 


In my work I have occasion to use multi-channel instrumentation recorders that 
can handle from low audio to low RF frequencies, (2 M Hz). 


At a certain tape speed, it was found that large disc ceramics that were being 
used in coupling or bypass applications, would have to pass audio frequencies. 
At those frequencies, these thick orange disc caps would audibly sing at each 
tone! As you may know, sometimes mechanically deforming a ceramic can generate 
a voltage; thus this was an undesireable performance. Apparently, the 
manufacturer had gotten a good buy on caps that were rated for way more voltage 
than the circuit needed. To stop the audio oscillations that were very 
disconcerting to recorder users, we replaced every large disc ceramic with small 
monobloc, modern ceramic caps that would not vibrate at this audio rate. 


It probably is better to stick to tubular caps when replacing tubulars of the 
wax or early plastic types. At least you will not be introducing a new set of 
unknown performance issues into your restoration.

Subject: Comments on Southern Hamfests 


I have been going to Ham Com in Arlington for a number of years. 


Although attendance was down this year; neither was it the National ARRL 
convention as it was in the larger years I went. Also, I understand from some 
national dealers at Ham Com that eastern hamfests were down this year, and that 
has been reflected in some comments on this list in the past. 


Now other than dealers of surplus like Tucker Electronics; the individuals seem 
to be bargaining, with items marked up the first day, if they had a tag on them, 
and steadily coming down by Sun. Others that don't mark their items often will 
bargain extensively, especially if you get more than one of their items. Even 
some dealers of new goods would do a limited amount of this. 


While at Ham Com, I found out that Houston is to revive its Ham convention with 
a new group of organizers, and it will be in Nov. at the Humble Convention 
Center in the suburbs, a new facility. Houston had some dealers from over the 
South, and certainly had good La. and TX participation in its better location, 
but parking was always a problem, and inadequate lighting in a parking garage 
turned me off from its swap meet in the past. 


One thing we have seen here in TX is the growth of local or regional swap meets; 
seems everyone wants to get into the act!! For a number of years there was one 
in San Antonio, Austin, and Midland. Then Victoria started one, a mid coast 


location that was reasonable for all South TX. Abilene in West TX had theirs, 
and along came Belton in Central Tx, followed soon by Georgetown, and Seguin. 
Now there are only so many Boatanchors you can haul around! I think the swap 
fest scene is being spread too thin, and we see attendace suffer. One wonders 
if prices are increasing due to having to haul the stuff over half the state, 
before you happen to end up at the same fest as one who is looking for that 
particular BA! It is nice to have more opportunities to find stuff, but there 
really is a limited supply of BA to put on the market; and you see the same 
vendors at all these fests, and they are beginning to realize that they see the 
same customers, so perhaps prices will adjust, as they realize what we would not 
buy in Belton, we will not buy in Midland, if the price is out of line with good 
sense.

I think the 
presence of a manual is a price asset; its absence should be the cause of LARGE 
discount!

There were also 2 rusty S-19R for $75 each (unsold). 

It is the nice fests, and bargains, that keep me coming back.

Our local twice-yearly hamfest - swapmeet has seen a declining dealer 
participation starting about 4 or 5 years ago. We used to get dealers from 
as far as 200 miles away within the state and one regular showed up out of 
state. Here in Cochise county, Arizona our ham population exceeds 200 and 
our events typically draw from Tucson and Phoenix. 


Our club has an active license class and exam effort. Even so, the 
attendance seems over time to be even to slightly declining. The dealers 
state it isn't worth their time to pack up and participate compared to the 
sales they make at the hamfest versus those by keeping their businesses open. 


As an old-time ham, my recollection is that the hamfest gatherings are not 
as social as they used to be. I've always enjoyed attending these events 


because of the opportunity to visit with old acquaintances and friends as 
well as looking for goodies. Depending on travel time, we used to spend as 
much time as we could at the event. 


These days, it's not uncommon for attendees to only show up for an hour or 
two before leaving. Our scheduled two day annual hamfest is typically near 
deserted by 1 to 2PM on saturday. Of course when the sellers see the buyers 
leaving, they too pack up and leave. Sunday, a smattering usually shows up 
for the prize drawings and to check on any left-over bargains. 


Also, within our club, this year saw the first time no one wanted to 
volunteer to be in charge of the hamfest. As a result, the ‘fest was nearly 
cancelled until the board of directors decided they'd jointly proceed. 


Methinks the ham radio hobby is going through a phase that newcomers are of 
an era where they are more impersonally oriented (society in general). Add 
to this the fact that most of our population is interested in new, rather 
than used, and are not overly technically qualified - nor interested - to 
cope with used gear. They also recognize that used gear at hamfests 
represent a very real risk in that the word of the seller as to condition 
may not be relied on. There's less risk in buying either new or used from a 
reputable mail order dealer than from a stranger at a hamfest. 


Another factor influencing putting on a hamfest is that more and more, local 
governments are wanting to collect sales tax from the event. Also with the 
growing sue-happy trend in our society, the price of medical/liability 
insurance for the sponsers is getting ever deep.

Subject: Jump in SX-122 Freq. 


Fellow Weight-Lifters: 


I have a minor problem that has vexed me for a while. My Halli SX-122 
receiver exhibits a sudden jump in frequency after it has been on for 

a while after the normal warmup drifting has settled the receiver down. 

It's not much; maybe in the order of 400 hurts (cycles to us hollow-staters). 
It is really only noticable when I'm listening to SSB or CW. 


Has anyone successfully dealt with this type of problem before? I have 
squirted some contact cleaner on the connect-points of both the main tuning 
Capacitor and the bandspread capacitor. They are both physically clean. 


I have avoided messing with the mechanics of the capacitors, since I've 
always read about the nasty things that can/will occur if I do. 


Are ther other things in the receiver that may be causing this? Is there 
a better method of cleaning the Cap. connections? 


I remember my first 'real radio', a Hammarlund HQ-140-X, which had a similiar 
problem back in 1966/7 when I was a 'wee' Novice. I solved the problem then 
by selling it to a high school pal who used it for SWL'ing. I don't want to 
use the same solution this time....(Wish I still had that old receiver...sigh 
...Still got the pictures..;-) ).

The Vibroplex J-36 had the tag mounted directly under the vibrating 
arm. The Bunnell version looks like a cross between an Original with a 
little bit of fancy mill work and a Lightning. I suspect you have a 
Lionel. 


By the way the tags on both the Vibroplex and Bunnell are metal and 
mine survived the years in place. The Lionel tag was plasic and most 
deformed with time until they tore loose from the mounting studs. (The 
example I have looks like it lost 1/2" over time.)

Subject: Quack Tesla Coil beats Spud Guns 


Been enjoying the thread on spud cannons and childhood experiments 
with explosives, etc. I could share a few stories of me and my big brother 
on the thread, but they're pretty pale next to stuff already posted. 


Instead, how about electrical experiments that should've saved our parents 
the price of college, auto insurance, and full-sized adult coffins? 


Rather than start it off with a childhood story, I'll describe a gadget 

I got at an antique swap meet Saturday. It's a Tesla Coil version of the 
quack medical device that applies high-voltage RF to various parts of your 
body via glass tubes filled with gas that glow purple. 


Most of these machines are little boxes that run on batteries and are 
ligthweight, using a Model-T spark coil type of buzzer vibrator power transformer. 


The one I got is about the size/shape of a tube tester, with a MARBLE panel, 
and a big air-cooled spark gap on top (the kind with several circular fins 
behind each pole, and they are needed!). Besides some big chrome-plated 
slide switches like on an antique homebrew radio, the marble surface 
sprouts a big insulator with a brass knob on top. 


When you plug a waffle-iron connector into the mating male prongs on thepanel, 
and push the ON button, the spark gap makes a joyful AC noise, and blue sparks 


crawl off the brass ball about and inch or two into the air. 
You can draw sparks off it with the various glass tubing pieces, or 
a flourescent light tube, or whatever. 


Those are HOT sparks! Being RF, they will burn rather than shock. 
Anyway, I can ust imagine a 12-year-old kid paying with this thing, 
and burning holes in his hand, setting the house afire, etc. 


And I can imagine what I did to the local TV and ham scenes Saturday nite. 

Be fun to throw an antenna over the tree and load up that brass ball, 

and wire a key into the AC line, send out a few CQD's witht he Titanic's call 
sign...

>I removed the AGC jumper on the back, and find that the circuit can develop 
>up to -32vdc open circuit when tuned to aforementioned loudenboomer signal. 
>When the AGC output is attached to the AGC bus, I generally see no more than 
>-1 to -3 volts. I can apply an external AGC voltage with the internal AGC 
>disconnected and get all the gain control I need with a swing from zero to

I once bought an R-390A with similar symptoms. It turned out that one of 
the mechanical filters had developed a DC leak to ground in its output 
coil, which loaded down the AGC control voltage passing through it to the 
next amplifier stage. Disconnecting this filter eliminated the problem. 


(The ultimate solution was to replace the IF module, which suffered from 
other problems not the least of which was severe hacking by a previous 
owner. ) 


Once you get your receiver working correctly, be sure to align it, 
particularly the slug racks and crystal oscillator trimmers. Both of my 
R390As were misaligned when I got them and were as much as 30 dB more 
sensitive after adjustment. 


In my area, local MW broadcast stations register at least 60 dB on the 
carrier meter, with the strongest of them going up to 80 dB (using a 15m 
outdoor antenna). You should be getting numbers in this range when 
everything is working.

2. It disturbs me that QSTs advertising department is still adopting 
that attitude. When I worked there in the early 60's we had one 
particular advertiser of antennas which were absolute crap. Because they 
spent such high bucks for ads they kept having staff people take the damn 
things home and try to make them work. I finally told the then General 
Manager that in my opinion they were perpetuating fraud and in effect 
just as guilty as the damn company making them. He threw me out of his 
office..... I resigned the next day. I worked in a different division 
where the operation was clean and honest but advertising was something else. 
It tarnished my view of ARRL. I knew one of it's competitors had refused 
advertising from one or two firms but the almighty dollar seemed to rule. 


On the positive side...I have to extoll the virtues of the leagues Ham 
Insurance program. I have had to make several claims since it's 
inception in the late 70's...most recent being in Feb when lightning hit 
my antenna and took out one of the stations. It was only a $3,000 claim 
but in '81 and '93 I had massive hits that were huge claims. They are a 
bit slow to pay and have some restrictive requirements for certification 
of the damage...but they do pay. And it is the cheapest insurance for 
direct replacment I have seen. I had one theft that got a bit sticky 
because it occured at the office where I taught at a university. I had a 
couple of items disappear when an entire four drawer file cabinet was 
stolen one weekend! The ham gear in there was minor compared to the high 
dollar Nikon camera system. I can't recall the exact problem but I 
learned that on listing your equipment you have to list each and every 
option that might be in it. For example if you have a TS-440SAT with 
three filters and a IC-10 adaptor..... you have to list each piece, or at 
least mention it in a combined listing. Otherwise they will want to pay 
for just a basic no filter transceiver. 


The computer controlling the station hit this year had an extra hard 
drive and a couple of other extra cards in it and fortunately I had 
listed each one and the firm who certified it beyond repair had to list 
each one on their letter..... 


If you follow these guidelines it's great, great insurance. Only thing 
close to it is the NRA's firearm insurance.

SX-42 Hallicrafters receivers. I had never seen one close up. We 
didn't have a chance to turn one on but I did hear an SX-62A which 
is supposed to have similar innards. What are your feelings about 
the SX-42 as a general SWL and casual AM ham receiver? 


I do like the style of the rig. Most Hallicrafters don't really 
catch my interest, but the SX-42 seems to be pretty high quality 
construction and the front panel is interesting. 


One caution: I didn't realize the locking switch inside the 
concentric tuning knobs switches _between_ main tuning and 
bandspread. Apparently these can be fragile so use caution when 
trying one out! 


By the way, there is a nice review of the SX-42 and SX-62 in Fine Tuning's 
1994-95 PROCEEDINGS book. Someone on the List probably has the address 

but I can dig it out tonight. John Bryant is the special publications 
contact, I believe. They've published PROCEEDINGS since '88 and it has 
spotlighted many classic radios such as the R-4A/B, RA-17, R-390A, and 
SP-600. Fine Tuning is a "difficult SW broadcast DX" newsletter.

What a coincidence! I just picked up an SX-42 yesterday! 
I agree with ANdy that the layout, physical design, and appearance of 
the front panel are really striking! It looks like the really old classic 


Halli sets, with the big round dial showing only the upper half, 
the Marrlund-style bandspread window in the middle, and the S-meter on the right. 
(that's Hammarlund above). 


But you ain't seen NOTHING until you fire one up in a dark room! 

That ghostly green-yellow glow of the three dials/meters still grabs me. 
And there's a little green window at about 5 oclock on the main dial to 
let some light shine into the little window where the main knob has 0-100 
calibrations for fine resetability. 


Luckily the seller was there to show me how to work the knobs before 
I broke the gearing :-) The little twist knob locks the main dial 
(so it won't drift if you bump it) and also unlock the bandspread knob. 


The layout is soooo pretty with the chrome-skirted knobs. 
Even nicer than the SX-25, whose dials/meter layout is the same. 


The SX-42 is indeed almost an SX-62, but with SX-25 roots more than skin deep -- 
the two RF amps come to mind. Except Halli had a real pair of 4-gang tuning 
condensers made, instead of two 2-gangers couple end-to-end like the ‘25. 


The last ARCI swap meet, I regretted not getting an SX-62A. Now I'm glad, 
cuz the '42 is the same architecture (even the tubes are about the same) 
but it LOOKS like a Classic Hallicrafters. 


Per Hank vC's remarks, it also tracks like a Halli -- some bands are real 
sensitive 

here and dead there. Lots of coil slugs and trimmers underneath to play with, 
and I got the user and service manuals. Only half the adjustments have 

holes in the bottom cover, so it looks like a chassis pull-out before tweaking. 


The FM actually works, decently so since I twirled a few coil slugs by hand. 
Note that Halli covered the old 42-49 MC FM band, since the 28-55 MC band 
will also work FM on the SX-42. Copies our cordless phone just fine. 


AM BC works OK, tho not sensitive. SW bands are just about dead. I like 
aligning, so I should love this revr (?) 


Also the PS choke and the output xfrmer get too hot to touch, so I'd better 
check out some current drains and bias voltages on the push-pull 6V6s, 
and possibly leaky 'lytics. 


I'll probably sell my SX-25 this AUgust, and keep the ‘42.

Even Philco didn't push it above 49 MC. 
A 7F7 is unique cuz the elements are mounted horizontally to minimize
